In 1996, the U S. Government negotiated a settlenent with the Governnment of Canada for
rei mbursenent of costs for environnental cleanup at four former US mlitary installations in
Canada. The U.S. and Canadi an Governnment devel oped this requirenent through extensive
negotiations resulting in a formal Exchange of Notes wherein it was agreed that the U. S.
woul d pay a settlement of $100 million. As of the beginning of FY 1999, Canadi an investnment
support of these environnental cleanup activities totaled $37.638 nmillion in current year
dol | ars.

In Warsaw in July 1994, President Clinton announced a major foreign policy initiative,
sayi ng he woul d seek $100 million in FY 1996 to “help Anerica s new denocratic partners work
with us to advance the Partnership for Peace’s goals.” The effort becanme known as the
Warsaw I nitiative. Congress approved the funds, thereby establishing a single,
conprehensive U.S. bilateral programto advance closer relations and interoperability
bet ween NATO and Partnership for Peace (PfP) countries. The State Departnent and the
Department of Defense (DoD) cooperatively adm nister the program State's portion is
provi ded as Foreign Mlitary Financing; the remai nder, adm nistered by DoD
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Description of Operations Fi nanced:

The FY 2000 funds in the amount $1.436 million will be used for expenses to operate a
governnment activity such as salaries and benefits, travel, rental of office space, rental of
equi pment, comruni cations, and the cost of supplies and equi pnment. Funds in the amount of
$10.550 will be used for the Canadi an Environnent C eanup, $48.920 million for Warsaw
Initiativel/Partnership for Peace programand $4.732 nmillion for the African Center for
Security Studies.
